Mayor Stephen Mandel doesn’t think a sto¬ 
ry released yesterday put any pressure on 
the city with regards to building a 
downtown arena for the NHL’s Oilers. 

“At this point in time, discussions are 
moving along as I would have hoped,” 
Mandel said. 

The QMI Agency story suggested that 
Oilers’ management, including president 
and CEO Patrick LaForge, president of 
hockey operations Kevin Lowe and Katz 
Group chief financial officer Paul Marcac- 
cio, were in Quebec City meeting with 
Mayor Regis Labeaume about possible relo¬ 
cation of the NHL team. 

“I think that because of the sensitivity 
of the negotiation discussion that we have, 
oftentimes things get a bit blown out of 
proportion,” Mandel said. 

The meeting was simply to compare 
notes on arena funding, LaForge told 
reporters after the meeting. 

Labeaume is trying to get $180 million 
from the federal government to help build 
a $400-million arena he hopes can lead to 
the return of the NHL to Quebec City. 


I New arena | 

► Oilers owner Daryl Katz has bought the 
land and drawn up plans as part of a 
$i-billion conglomeration of hotels, shops, 
restaurants and student complexes, 
promising to pay $200 million himself. 

► The lease on Rexall Place expires in 2014. 

► More than 300 people attended public 
meetings on the arena in November, and 
an online questionnaire gathered more 
than 28,000 opinions. 

“We’re both building facilities. We’re 
both trying to get them off the ground,” 
said LaForge. “We have a hockey team, and 
perhaps they don’t here. But there’s no 
reason for that to be drawn together.” 

Mandel said negotiations between the 
team and the city won’t be sped up in light 
of the story. Administration is scheduled 
to come to council in January with a con¬

Money proposed for Expo

Mandel wouldn’t reveal 
the comedians in ques¬ 
tion but did say they were 
well known and well re¬ 
spected in the Edmonton 
region.

Julian Assange has come a 
long way from an unsettled 
childhood in Australia as a 
self-acknowledged social 
misfit. 

After founding Wiki¬ 
Leaks in 2006, Assange 
adopted an elusive lifestyle, 
spending long periods in 
hiding, shuttling from one 
countiy to another, and 
mixing brief public appear¬ 
ances with “appearing” re¬ 
motely for interviews and 
panel discussions by video 
link over the Internet. 

At times, he has also al¬ 
tered his appearance, dye¬ 
ing his prematurely white 
hair blonde, then black, 
and cutting it short. 

Amid the controversy 
over the release of Afghan 
documents this past sum¬ 
mer, he flew to Sweden, 
seeking a residence permit 
and protection under that 
country’s broad press free¬ 
doms. His initial welcome 
was euphoric. 

“They called me the 
James Bond of journalism,” 
he recalled wryly. 

Assange’s lawyer 

charged yesterday that As¬ 
sange is being persecuted 
by Swedish authorities who 
have accused him of rape 
and other sex crimes in a 
case that prompted Interpol 
to place him on its most- 
wanted list. 

According to accounts 
his accusers gave to the po¬ 
lice and friends, the women 
both had consensual sexual 
encounters with Assange 
that became non-consensu- 
al. 

One woman said that As¬ 
sange had ignored her ap¬ 
peals to stop after a condom 
broke. 

The other woman said 
that she and Assange had 
begun a sexual encounter 
using a condom, but As¬ 
sange did not comply with 
her appeals to stop.

► Assange pleaded guilty in 
1996 to 24 counts of 
violating the Crimes Act, 
commonly known as 
hacking. 


Assange no stranger to life on the move 


It isn’t just lately that Julian 
Assange has been on the 
run. 

The WikiLeaks founder 
has led a troubled and inter¬ 
esting life so far. 

Julian Paul Assange is an 
Australian who studied at 
the University of Mel¬ 
bourne. He has no home 


but spends much of his 
time in Sweden. 

Assange describes his 
childhood as “pretty Tom 
Sawyer” and says he liked 
to fish and explore mine 
shafts. Despite that, he 
seems to have had a trou¬ 
bled childhood. 

Assange was home- 


schooled, in part because 
his family moved 37 times 
by the time he was 14. 

He spent part of his teen 
years on the run with his 
mother from an abusive 
boyfriend, who may have 
been a member of a cult 
called the Family.

Canada has entered a 
1920s-like Gilded Age, 
where the super-rich con¬ 
solidate their wealth while 
the middle class stagnates. 

That’s the conclusion of 
a new study based on in¬ 
come tax forms filed up 
until 2007, showing that 
the richest one per cent of 
Canadians took home 13.8 
per cent of all incomes 
claimed that year. 

The share of total in¬ 
come going to the richest 
of the rich has risen steadi¬ 
ly since the early 1980s, re¬ 
versing a long-term trend 
toward a more equal distri¬ 
bution of the countiy’s in¬ 
come during the post-war 
era, the study says. 

“The higher up the lad¬ 


der you go, the more colos¬ 
sal this glomming of 
wealth becomes,” author 
Armine Yalnizyan, senior 
economist at the Canadian 
Centre for Policy Alterna¬ 
tives, said in an interview. 

Her paper is based on 
unpublished tax form data 
crunched by Mike Veall, an 
economics professor at Mc- 
Master University. 

“Like the Gilded Age a 
centuiy ago, Canada is 
awash in money generated 


by an emerging new global 
economy,” Yalnizyan 
writes. 

The inequality gap of 
the 1920s and early ’30s 
eventually collapsed and 
then switched direction 
with the Second World 
War, narrowing and steadi¬ 
ly declining until about 
1982. Since then, the su¬ 
per-rich have gradually 
claimed larger and larger 
pieces of the total income 
pie.

WikiLeaks 
taken off

Amazon.com Inc. forced 
WikiLeaks to stop using 
the U.S. company’s com¬ 
puters to distribute em¬ 
barrassing State 

Department communica¬ 
tions and other docu¬ 
ments, WikiLeaks said 
yesterday. The ouster 
came after U.S. congres¬ 


sional staff questioned 
Amazon about its relation¬ 
ship with WikiLeaks, said 
Sen. Joe Lieberman, an in¬ 
dependent from Connecti¬ 
cut. WikiLeaks confirmed 
the information hours af¬ 
ter The Associated Press 
reported that Amazon’s 
servers had stopped host¬ 
ing WikiLeaks’ site. The 
site was unavailable for 
several hours before it 
moved back to its previ¬ 
ous Swedish host. 

WikiLeaks released a 
trove of sensitive diplo¬ 


matic documents on Sun¬ 
day. Just before the re¬ 
lease, its website came 
under an Internet-based 
attack that made it un¬ 
available for hours at a 
time. 

WikiLeaks reacted by 
moving the website from 
computers in Sweden to 
those of Amazon Web 
Services. Amazon has vast 
banks of computers that 
can be rented on a self-ser¬ 
vice basis to meet surges 
in traffic.

Was the job 
stimulus 
a flop? 


O Survey suggests Economic Plan 
didn’t create many jobs O Harper

The only major attempt to 
assess the impact of 
the multibillion-dollar 
federal stimulus program 
suggests it’s been a flop 
when it comes to creating 
jobs. 

The Conservatives have 
long boasted that the Eco¬ 
nomic Action Plan helped 
save hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of jobs during the 
recession. 

But the parliamentary 
budget officer has found 
that the recipients of the 
money don’t see it that 
way. 

In a survey of munici¬ 
palities that received In¬ 
frastructure Stimulus 
Fund (ISF) money, 33 per 
cent said they saw an in¬ 
crease in employment as a 
result of the funding. 

Twenty-one per cent 
said there were fewer 
jobs, and 43 per cent said 
they saw no net impact 
whatsoever. The respons-

es are part of a survey the 
parliamentary budget offi¬ 
cer commissioned in the 
summer. 

“The results pertaining 
to perceived unemploy¬ 
ment impacts are particu¬ 
larly worthy of note here, 
given some of the goals 
underlying ISF,” said Scott 
Bennett, a Carleton 
University expert in 
polling who analyzed the 
results. 

The survey also shows 
little evidence of job spin¬ 
offs as a result of the stim¬ 
ulus spending.

Michael Jackson’s father 
refiled a wrongful death 
lawsuit Tuesday against the 
doctor charged in his son’s 
death, and added as a de¬ 
fendant a Las Vegas phar¬ 
macy that records show 
sold the physician a power¬ 
ful anesthetic blamed for 


his death. 

The lawsuit seeks un¬ 
specified damages against 
Dr. Conrad Murray, who 
has pleaded not guilty in 
the separate criminal case 
to involuntaiy manslaugh¬ 
ter in the singer’s June 
2009 death. 


Joe Jackson initially filed 
his case against Murray in 
federal court on the first 
anniversary of his son’s 
death. A judge, however, 
refused to hear the case 
and said it should be han¬ 
dled in state court, where 
it was refiled Tuesday. 


“This has been a long 
process and the facts of 
Michael’s death have been 
way too slow in emerging,” 
said Joe Jackson’s attorney, 
Brian Oxman. “There is 
still much to discover and 
we’re going to find it out.”

► "Extravagant gifts 
can make people 
uncomfortable. A lovely 
notebook or journal is 
useful and thoughtful," 
says Holly Bohn, founder 
of See Jane Work 

► Diane Gottsman, owner of 
the Protocol School of 
Texas, recommends baked 
goods as a possibility. “If 
you do give to the boss, 
give something like 
muffins wrapped in a bas¬ 
ket or container with a rib¬ 
bon. It shows that you 
cared enough to do some¬ 
thing," she says. 

► Bohn stresses that you 
should not push your own 
ideals on others. "You may 
think your boss drinks too 
much coffee, but if she 
doesn't agree, then buy 
her a commuter mug," she 
says. 

► Direct supervisors should 
try to do something for 
their employees, according 
to Bohn. But "don't 
overbuy," she warns. "An 
extravagant gift can be irri¬ 
tating to someone who 
would rather have the 
money. Likewise, if there is 
a significant salary gap be¬ 
tween you and your staff, 
don't be cheap; they will 
notice." 


Holiday gift giving in the 
workplace used to be a rela¬ 
tively simple process. 

One of the most impor¬ 
tant rules was that you nev¬ 
er gave to those ranking 
above you, such as your di¬ 
rect boss or vice president. 
The boss or the company’s 
president perhaps gave gifts 
to the employees, but ex¬ 
pected nothing in return. 

Times have changed, and 
we have a guide to help you 
out. 

It is important to check 
your employer’s policy 
about gift giving during the 
holidays, says etiquette au¬ 
thority Diane Gottsman, 
owner of The Protocol 
School of Texas. “Make sure 
you are not breaching any 
gift giving rules.” 

Assuming gift giving is 
permitted, Gottsman recom¬ 
mends that a gift giving 
standard be set early so peo¬ 
ple will know what to ex¬ 
pect and how to factor it 
into their budgets. “Decide 
as a group what would be 
most desirable,” she says. 
“Definitely set a limit, and 
then send out the 2010 gift 
giving memo on festive pa¬ 
per and set a date and time 
for the exchange. It doesn’t 
have to be expensive, just 
festive.” 

Another option is a secret 
Santa, in which each person 
buys a gift for the co-worker 
whose name he or she 
draws. 

“Drawings are fun, but 
make sure that they are not 
mandatoiy,” says Holly 
Bohn, founder of See Jane 
Work. “Also, be considerate

about the gift you submit. In 
a day and age of strict diets 
and struggles with addic¬ 
tion, alcohol and chocolate, 
these things are often off- 
limits.
